Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat int e nd e d for an aircraft, comprising: 
a sitting portion (3) with a sitting surface , 
a back portion f4) with a back surface, and 
two armrests (8), 

wherein said ^hs seat b e ing is convertible into a bed, and further comprises 
chnra^t'^p^^^ ^^^^ furth e r nnmprin e r, moann for guidanc e of a guide mechanism 
with at least two substantially vertical rails that guide at least one armrest (8) in a translatory 
movement in a mor e or less substantially vertical direction, and in that the wherein said guide 
mechanism guides said at least one armrest (8) is movabl e between an initial position in 
which it a top surface of said at least one armrest projects above the sitting surface of the 
sitting portion (3) and a second retracted position in which it said top sur face of said at least 
one armrest is more or l e ss substantially flush with fee a substantia lly horizontal surface of 
the a portion adjacent to the at least one armrest more or l e ss horizontal portion of the s e at or 
is below said substantially horizontal surface this mor e or loss horizontal surfac e. 

Claim 2 (Currentiy Amended): A seat Seat according to claim 1, charactorizod in that 
ifi4ts wherein said bed is convertible from a sitting position, in which said back portion is 
inclined with respect to said sitting surface, into a bed position, in which said back portion is 
substantially horizontal, and 

wherein in said bed position and in said second retracted position, the top surface of 
said at least one armrest is more or less substantially horizontal and flush with the back 
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surface of the back (4) when tho latter is in mor e or l e ss horizontal position or is b e low this 
back siirfac e. 

Claim 3 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim 1, charaotorizod in that 
in its wherein, in said second retracted position, said top portion of the at least one armrest is 
mor e or l e ss substantially flush with the sitting surface of the sitting portion (3) or is below 
this said sitting surface. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim 1 , wherein said bed is 
convertible from a sitting position, in which said back portion is inclined with respect to said 
sitting surface, into a bed position, in which said back portion is substantially horizo ntal, and 

wherein said guide mechanism guides one of claims 1 to 3, charact e riz e d in that th e 
movement of the at least one armrest ( 8 ) is ind e pendent of tho movem e nt independently of 
the back (4) portion such that said at least one armrest is movable back and forth between 
said initial position and said retracted position in both said sitting p osition and in said bed 
position . 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim L further comprising 
one of claims 1 to ^, characterized in that it also compris e s a lateral wall (4-0) surrounding m 
particular tho a rear of the seat. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim 5, charact e rized in that 
an wherein said at least one armrest is in th e an extension of the wall fi^. 

Claim 7 (Canceled). 
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Claim 8 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim 1 , wherein said at least 
one one of claims 1 to 7, charact e riz e d in that oach movabl e armrest (8) comprises means for 
locking said at least one armrest in its high said initial position. 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim ono of claims 1 to 8, 
charact e riz e d in that it compris e s further comprising prestressing means (11, 68) for exerting 
a force on the at least one armrest ( 8 ) tending , wherein said force tends to restore it said at 
least one armrest to its high said initial position. 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended): A seat Seat according to claim 9, characterized in 
that it comprises further comprising means for locking ef the at least one armrest (8) in its 
lew said retracted position. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended): An aircraft Aircraft intend e d for passenger 
transportation, characterized in that it compris e s comprising at least one seat according to 
claim 1 ono of claims 1 to 10 . 

Claim 12 (New): A seat according to claim 1, wherein, in said second retracted 
position, said top surface of said at least one armrest is substantially flush with the 
substantially horizontal sitting surface of said sitting portion. 

Claim 13 (New): A seat according to claim 1, wherein, in said second retracted 
position, said top surface of said at least one armrest is below said sitting surface. 
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Claim 14 (New): A seat according to claim 2, wherein, in said bed position, said back 

portion is over said sitting portion such that in said second retracted position, said top surface 

of said at least one armrest is above said sitting portion. 

Claim 15 (New): A seat according to claim 2, wherein said sitting portion is fixed so 
as to be in a same position in both said sitting position and in said bed position, and said back 
portion shifts from said sitting position to said bed position so as to entirely cover said sitting 
portion in said bed position. 

Claim 16 (New): A seat according to claim 1, wherein said guide mechanism 
includes at least one jack that prestresses said armrest in said initial position, wherein said 
jack has a first end to be fastened to a floor of said aircraft and second end fastened to said at 
least one armrest. 

Claim 17 (New): A seat according to claim 16, wherein said guide mechanism 
includes a single jack with said second end fastened to a lower surface of said at least one 
armrest. 

Claim 18 (New): A seat according to claim 17, wherein said single jack is positioned 
at an angle relative to a vertical axis. 

Claim 19 (New): A seat according to claim 16, wherein said guide mechanism 
includes at least two vertical jacks that prestress said armrest in said initial position, wherein 
each jack has a sleeve that receives one of said rails, wherein said sleeves project downward 
below a lower surface of said at least one armrest so as to limit a downward movement of 
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said at least one armrest by touching said floor of said aircraft when said at least one armrest 
reaches said retracted position. 

Claim 20 (New): A seat according to claim 1, wherein said seat is convertible from a 
sitting position, in which said back portion is inclined with respect to said sitting surface, into 
a bed position, in which said back portion is substantially horizontal, and 

wherein, in said bed position and in said second retracted position, the top surface of 
said at least one armrest is below said back surface. 
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
